was a want of only an irregularity in tbe 
proem, but m no waver of the defence :

•object, fat ihc plaintiff and the defendant 
were each of them lineal deaceniltnl* of the 
Princes! Sophia, and oonaequautly trer* 
natural subject* - (he plaintiff was domi- 
ciled, and tb* defend*ot wai born in this 
country, was a peer of the realm, and had 
takes the oath of allegiance . that no sub- 
ject could withdraw from allegiance and 
subjection to the lav* of thr land, but 
muit always remain subject ; that (lie law 
afforded no authority to show ibat a 
sovereign prince might not b* surd in the 
court* of this kingdom, lor which poiilion 
second cut* were ciled ; lh*t liability (o 
auit did not necessarily involve liability to 
coercion, from which lb* defendant, a peer, 
wa» protected ; that th* tfcnrt had power 
to modify it* procei* *o ■■ lo do juitice to 
th* plaintiff with due regard to the dignity 
of th* defendant ; that the general law and 
common interest of mankind required jut- 
lice to be done all art r (he world ; (hat 
the Quern was liable lo he sued in a pro- 
per form, and it would be *bsurd'lo |pl*ce 
a foreign toeereign residing in tbii count rv 
in a better situation. The general pro", 
position of tbe delcjtdant waa, that aa a 
sovereign prior* he wap eiempt from the 
juriadicliou of *ny tribunal in ttit* country 
in vraprcl nf act* dour in a foreign country, 
done by him not as sn Englith person and 
* *ubj«et. It had been established that a 
foreign sovereign might *u* in our courts 
of law and equity, end if he surd in 
equity h* thereby subjected himtctt to ju- 
riadicliou, and mint jnu in uuvfi oath hii 



•ubject he *rai, to perform aeli which ai 
aucbtubiect he wat liable to perform. Tb* 
King of Ilaiiovrr was and ought to lie 
cYruipi fmni all liability to br sued fur any 
act done a* King of Hanover ; hut a* the 
subject of I lie Queen he waa liable tu W 
aued iu reaped of any act dune by him, or 
in which he, aa such subject, might be 
engaged. Willi reapect to acts done by 
the defendant out of the realm, he (Lord 
Longdate j (bi>ugb( such acts ought to be 
preiumrd to bar* been done a* a sovereign 
prince rather than a* a subject . Thi* was 
not an ordinary suit between tuhje-ct and 
subject, It ought to have appeared upon 
the bill that the case was one in which the 
special immunities of (be defendant ought 
nut to prevent the suit. Tbe case staled 
wat, thai th* defendant wat liable lo be 
•ued, and to account under the appoint- 
ment of a guardianship of a nature un- 
known lo tbe laws of England. Every act 
coinplaiurd of was done abroad, in Bruns- 
wick, Hanover, or other fonign parti. No 
ael was alleged to have been dune in this 
country, and (hen was slrong retion to 
belirvc that it was only a* King of llano- 
vei that tbe dtfritdant had been amiointed 
guardian. The in strum em was alleged lo 
be null and void in this country, Th*t 
wa* too ngne an allegation. Thr instru- 
ment waa Milled at the (euuelto apolitical 
revolution, the result of which was tbe de- 
position or ihe plaintiff. Considering the 
instrument aa the trquel of polities) I ram- 
actions, h* altould, if necessary to decide

We, on the contrary, 
would nut gn lo war for the whole 
of il, and we trust the nation will 
not. True heroism ia mot to be 
found in these reckless swiggehngs. 
They are uol iu accoidanc* with ihe spirit 
of Ckriauanitjr, nor th* apirit of 111* age. 
Men hare learned belief than toga lo war 
for point* of tltu,u*tle, when nothing of 
reel importance i* ai stake ; and ihey lime 
learned that there is more perianal *nd 
iialtoast dignity in acting coolly, end even 
benevolently, than in risking our destruction 
just for the point of lisuour. We do not 
set why Oregon ihould hat* jumped all at 
ouce into such terrific importance. One 
would think lhat ihe people nf the western 
ttatei nilghL be conic tiled to lee th* exit 
region* ltd* *ide of the mountain* filled 
uf> a little, and the tide of population par- 
tially conlined, before it rushes over lhat 
barrirr.

It would be something 
ol a job tu tight England . and although 
we would go about il as readily a* any- 
body, for sutiicitut caute, wa would not 
bring down upon the naiion all ll.* Ire- 
mtsdou* Buffering and damage of audi a 
corneal far nothing at all. We hope and 
believe that there are sober and discreet 
men enough in Congrats to aat* ui from 
the dishonour of a swaggering and 
fighting policy — much more disho- 
norable than (a settle disputes by a 
division of the territory iu controversy. 
We should deem the uncourleouiDn* 
of pining inch rewluliona a* the Wettrru 
men would, tome of them, desire greater 
dialiuiiunr, than the amicable division of a 
country, in respect U> which w* might well 
rejoice'if eircumpuncea hid never brought 
upon us lh* ueeetsltv of calling i( our*, 
from Ihe Atlantic w the Hocky Mountains 
would laliify oar imbilioo, and make lh* 
republic quite eiptmite enough for firm 
and unwavering union.
